NIXON PROVING OUT 
Almost overyonB Jcnowa. the axiom that 
politics the man olten grows up to the job. 
Since the publlp is often quick to assail 
politician who tolls well below advance esti- 
mates of his performance, in fairness, the 
citlzeniy ought to give generous credit 'whonf 
to Its surprise, the reverse proves true. 

There ore at least a couple of cases like 
this which ore currently In evidence. One in- 
Tolvcs Qov. William Stratton, Illinois Repub- 
lican, and the other Vice President Nixon. 

Stratton is the slim young fellow who fol' 
loved Adiai Stevenson's footsteps. A good 
many Bilnolsans, including Republicans who 
had voted for Stevenson in 1048, expected 
very little of the new governor. The uncompli- 
mentary word "hack" was often used in 
describing tiim. 

But Stratton has confounded them all by 
acting very much like a strong governor. He 
has wielded the veto power like a professional, 
has thrown his office door open to ordinary 
citizens, and has given other signs that he 
Is nobody's pushover. 

Nixon ascended to the vice presidency 
under something less than Ideal conditions. 
Though he had made a TV appearance to ex- 
plain the "Hlzon fund" which was revealed 
during the 1062 campaign, many Americans 
stiU thought he liad at least proved unwise. 
People worried about his Judgment In the 
event accident should elevate him to the 
White House. 

No one can fairly aay yet that Nixon has 
since shown himself presidential caliber. But 
It is certainly true that he has labored hard 
and long to make hhnself a responsible states- 
man—to equip himself for greater duty if it 

should come. ^. 

The credit, to be sure; Is not wholly his. 
President Elsenhower understands the neces' 
) slty of grooming Nixon. But Nixon from the 
'' start plunge4 In to make something not only 
of himself, but of his Job. 
- Thli last is Important. Not only has' he 
grown, hut he has expanded the role of vice 
president from a..4oMlllt£ presiding officer 
over the senate to a^^uhie policy-maker. 
Nixon knows what if^lng on, and he has 
demonstrated on his current. Ashitlc- tour 
that he can bs trusted to discuss this govem- 
ment'2 most delicate policies with the heads 
of other states. 

Moreover, he has shown a remarkable 
capacity for representing democracy to thoso 
_who . do_ not. have Jt,or.do_not imderstand lt- 
The Bhnpllclty and dhrectncss of his approach 
to the ordinary Asiatic is perhaps the most 
striking feature of his tour. He has made the 
standard "political" handshake a thhig of 
new force and power wherever he has gone.

We should bs 
thankful when the accidental process by 
which we select vice presidential nominees 
turns out so well

These data we cannot have. But, reading 
between the lines, we can see our greatest 
security and our greatest peril. For Russia 
is trying to equal our atomic exploits with 
each passing day. And there can be no com- 
fort in our bigger and more varied stock 
pile II the Russians' backlog Is big ond grow- 
ing bigger.

They have pene- 
trated secUons once occupied by whites, but only after 
the homes and apartments houses have become so 
rundown the original tenants have moved elsewhere. 
Their schools are undent and crowded. lacking the 
proper physical facUlUes and educsUonol equipment. 

The municipal aervlces In tlie colored sccUons ore 
second rate. Etreets and sidewalks are not kept tn 
repair. They must travel long' dlitances to visit such, 
splendid spots as Rock creek and Potomac porks. 

Even their police stations look and smell like dung- 
eons. Fatalities among their children run high for 
lock of adequate playgrounds. Taxes and rents on 
their dilapidated property are outrageously excessive.

IilOnE FOWEB TO IllM 
Secretary of Asriculture Benson seems to be coming 
close to lormulstlnK a form program upon which he 
can stand and which he may well persuade the over- 
whelming m'njorlly of farmers of this country to 
accept. 

Speaking bcloce the annual convention of the 
American FtLim Bureau Federation la Chicago Wed- 
nesday, Mr. Benson said he Is convinced the present 
program of rigid price supports on basic farm crops Is 
not In the long-term Interest of farmers. Such sup- 
ports lead ton-nrd strict government acreage controls 
designed to restrict supplies and thus lothience prices 
to rise. However, these controls do not alwaya operato 
to reduce supplies. Furthermore, llmlUUon of plant- 
ings of such basic commodlUes as cotton, wheat and 
com ti^ngs up tho problem of what to do with the 
land taken out of production of these crops. Often 
such land Is planted to other crops, caushig surplus 
production of those crops and price declines. 

Experience should have convinced farmen Dy now 
that high. rlRld government price supports do not 
gutirantco lorm pitapeilly. For ihe current larro price 
difficulties have occurred desplto the rigid support 
program. They mlnht even, as Mr. Benson Intimated, 
have occurred partly at Iiast because of It. 

BecauiB farmlnn Is hazardous, with scint oppor- 
tunity for effecUve coIIecUve action to control supply 
and prices, there Is Justification for governmental 
concern and well-considered action to help sUblUu 
the form economy. But rigid government guarantees 
of hiBh prices will not work In a free society. Nor. If 
Russian experience Is any criterion. Is there any 
assurance they will work tn a regimented society. 

Secretory Benson believes a better way can be found 
to help tho farmer nchleve stability. He has not yet 
fully spelled out Uiat way, but It obviously will not 
Include rigid high price supports and the rigid crop 
controls they almost inevitably requh-e. 

It seems to us [hut Mr, Benson Is winning his flRht 
for farm confidence, ire haa not paiUcked under fire. 
He Is holding his sround and, we believe, strengthen- 
1ns his pMlilon. More power to him In carrying out a 
very difficult, yet vital, asslgnmint.— Bait Lake 
Tribune.

Dr. Emerson P. Bchmldt, the 
chamber's economic research, dl' 
rector, tald In a chamber publlca' 
tlon recently that snvemment sta- 
tlsUca show the percentage of na- 
tional Income golns to compensate 
employea was prncUcally the aame 
in ISil as In 1D3S, He argued: 
"A competitive free market et 
omy automatically passes Into the 
hands Of workers the gains of ris- 
ing productivity." 

The CIO brought up its own econ- 
omist, Stanley Ruttenberg, who 
tald that the I923-1D39 period— 
when union membcrahip was small 
—average hourly earning related to 
prices rose about seven per cent. 

However, be said. In the iM7-lSS3 
period— a time oi tinlon atrength- 
Uie Increase waa over IS per cent. 

Ruttenberg explained he used 
these two periods for comparison 
because both were eras of high em- 
ploymEat, economlo activity and 
relative prosperity. 

The AFL quoted its economist, 
Brols Shlahkln, that average wages 
In manufacturing Industries wen 
only ni.lS weekly In lIt3S. 

"Now, with most of those fae. 
torlca .unlonlzed,'.:_tlifl AFL NewB' 
Reporter aald, "the average has 
been ralacd to J71.B1 a week."

meteorologists from the United 
States, Fronce, Italy, Turkey, India, 
Japan, Austrollo ond South Afrlco. 
More northerly notions were not 
Included because the planet will not 
be "well placed for their observation. 

The International group was or- 
ganized to coordinate and plon re- 
search to be conducted next sum- 
tiier, when tho planet will bo 40, 



iOOJXO miles away. Tho- commit- 
tee met In Flagstaff, Ailz., lost 
October and plans to meet ogoln In 
Washington next month. 

The average distance between 
Earth ond Mors when the two 
planets poos each other Is 18,000,000 
miles, though they can get as close 
OS 31,000,000 miles. Because Mora 
moves around the sun In nn ellipse, 
what astronomers coll "fovorable 
oppositions" coma only at long 
Intervals. 

Dr. Seymour L. Hess, professor of 
meteorology at Florid o Slotc uni- 
versity hero and n. member of the 
Mors committee, said tho group Is 
seeking to orgonlie o chain ot ob- 
servatories around the Earth to 
keep tho watch on Mars.

one side of the Earth, observers on 
the darkened aide con Uke up the 
study.

What Is the Mors committee hop- 
ing to discover? 

Flrat, It will check tho accuracy 
ol earlier observations. 

Then It hopes to gather more 
clues on the sUIl-debatcd question 
of vegctaUon cn Mars. Dork areas 
on the planet go through seasonal 
changes from various shades of blue 
green to brown. 

Many competent observers have 
been unable to account for tbese 
ihonges except by attributing them 
a some form of vegetation- per- 
haps hardy lichens or mossea which 
could wIthalAiid tovere and rapid 
chongcs In temperature, Tho vegeta- 
tion theory la^itot proved, however. 
It's hoped new photographs will 
shed more llghL 

The committee Is anxloUB to get 
further. Information on tho contro- 
versial conol-llke markings which 
some observers say they have seen 
on the surface of the planet. 

The group wants to lenm more 
about the planet's weather. A half 
dozen or so of the nation's moat 
highly skilled amateur astronomers 
equipped with eight or 10-lnch tele- 
scopes will assist In this. TheyU 
help keep ao eye on the drlfUng 
clouds whlcli sometimes appear In 
tile. Martian atmosphere. .... 

Dr. Hess, who has done some 
Important research on weother con- 
ditions on Mors, says some of the 
clouds may be composed of water 



may be tremendous drifts of dust 
swirled up from the dry, flat sur- 
face of the planet. 

Temperatures of different areas 
on the phinet will be measured with 
Instruments so sensitive that they 
con show the difference between the 
temperature at the Martian equator 
and that ot the planet's poles. 

Research so far Indicates Mars Is 
a very cold planet by earthly stand- 
ards, but the tempeniturs ot the 
equator sometimes becomes as high 
as that ot a cool spring doy In 
tho Unlt£d States. Even at the poles 
tho midsummer temperature may 
be a little above the freezing pohit. 

Some of the most powerful tele- 
scopes on earth will be used In 
the study. Even the mighty 300-Inch 
telescope da'Palomor mountain In 
CoUfomlo-may' be -turned on Mots 
for a few nights. 

However, given what astronomers 
call "good seeing," amoller Instru- 
ments will be able to contribute a 
great deal to the research. Since oU 
observations must be made through 
the Earth's otmosphere, o small 
telescope at a ototlon where the air 
fs steady often con reveal more than 
a blRgcr hulrument under less fa- 
vorable conditions. 

And what of the qucsUon which 
leaps to the minds of most lojjpcn? 
Is there Intelligent life on "- 
planet? 

Though Mors Is. much smaller 
than the Earth— having little more 
than half Its diameter and a little 
more thon a tenth of Its moss— It's 
more likely than any other planet 
to sustain life of a sort It bos

Its Eighth Year With No End in Sight 



HANOI, Indo-China, Dee. 31 VPi— 
The bitter, ssTsiie war la Indo- 
China entered Its eighth year Sun- 
day with no dellnlCe end In algbt. 

There la a faint hope the com- 
munist rebels will seek to end thi 
yifx .by netoUatlons, sparked by 
re ce nt feeler put out by communist 
chieftain Ho Chi Mlnb. But eren 
tf they don't, the French high com- 
mand here thinks another two yean 
may see (lie end of war In Zndo- 
Chlno. 

Tbs ?rtnch count oh tha rising 
power oI fledgling armies In the 
-three AssocUlcd Statea of Indo- 
China— Viet Nsm, , Combodlft and 
Laos— to provide the key to rlctory 
by the end of loss. 

Until tlitn, the war-weary French 
expeditiously corps, which - wants 
badly to go home, ts plcdced to f igbt 
alongsIdB loyal Indo-Chinese 
against the lotdlers of Moscow 
trained Ho.Chl Mlnh. 

In the coming months, American- 
supplied French and Indo-Chinese 
troops hope -to rack up one victor? 
after anatber against the Vletmlnh. 

Right now, there's, a standing 
order of the day from Ocn. Henri- 
Eugene Navarre. French command- 
er in chief, and Oen. Rene Cogny, 
commander In northern Indo-China, 
to all French Union tn>opa. It's 
simply: "Attack, attack and attack, 
wherever the Vletmlnh may be 
found." 
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The ftench union forces ore ex- 
pected, among other things, to 
drive ulo ttiG heart of Vletmlnh 
territory In northern Indo-CUna up 
to the border with coomiunist 
Chhia. If they do, they should be 
sble to seal off the border and 
atop the huge war aid being de- 
livered to Ho Chi Mlnh by the red 
Chinese. 

The French figure thlS' action 
would eJJnel! vklon'- The reds can 
not fight lone after their chle( 
Bourco of war supply Is blocked oft. 

But this Is merely a dream and ■ 
hope. For progress In whipping the 
Vletmlnh— If tt con be called that— 
seems incredibly slov. There has 
never been a ml victory on cither 
side in this war. 

There's always .the pouiblllty, of 
course, that the Indo-China war can 
blow up In a quick finish by se- 
gotlstion. 

There's no doubt the French 
would like to. quit and pull out all 
their expldltlonory forces— If the 
armies of Viet Nam, Cambodia and 
Laos were capable of taking over. 
But these armies have much to 
leom before the defense of Indo- 
China could be considered safe tn 
their hands. ^ 

French Premier Joseph Lanlel 
says France'-ls- prepared to selie 
any chance' for making peace by 
negotiation In- Indo-China. 
France makes It clear she ex- 



pects the l^rce AisocU^ BUtts of 
In do- China— which hsve not dis- 
played any convlndct degree of 
"war consciousness" — to throw 
everything they have Into the war 
aeolnst Ho' Chi Mlnh. 

If they dont, French hsden say 
they will feel free of -any obliga- 
tions." 

The French and their allies arc 
ever inlndful this war has a highly 

Indo-Chinese peninsula Into "an- 
other Korea" and precipitate action 
by .the United NaUoni. 

It la red Chjti^ 

The red Chinese have been sup- 
plying the Vletmlnh with Chinese, 
Ruaalan and Ctech-made guns and 
war equipment on a monthly bosla 
for years. 

There are more than 10,000 red 
Chinese- mllltoiy advlatra, techni- 
cians and communications ex- 
perts with the Vletmlnh. But the 
Chinese have not supplied cither 
"volunteer" or regular troops to help 
Ho Chi Mlnh to win the war. 

It's always possible, hdwercr, and 
It worries the French high com- 

Vletmlnh casualties sre very high 
—always outnumbering those ot the 
French and their allies. One ressen-

The war here already has cost 
more than ID billion dollan. Of 
this, France has spent about' six 
billion doUsrs. The United Btates 
hoa cbntrlbuted oboitt N» million 
dollan In war equipment for French 
union forces. 

The American foreign operations 
administration has spent 101 million 
dollars for economic and technical 
aid to Indo-Chinese states. 

It's for more difficult to count 
the cost of seven years of war to 
the people of Indo-Chtna.

Moat of 
them fled south to lonee controlled 
by the French. Property looses are 
put simply: In the. many billions 
of dollar^," to qwte one official.

. Peaked Pyramid 
Found bySavants 
.Is 5,000 Years Old 

CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 31 Ul-Egypt's 
antiquities department have an- 
nounced the discovery of a 5,000- 
year-old step pyramid In tho Bak- 
kara area south of Cairo.- 

The vast structure was found 
about 170 yards from the great step 
pyramid built by the Fharoh Zoser, 
who lived around 3,000 BC. This 
grest pyramid Is one of Egypt'i 
famous monuments and has made 
S^kkara, a vUIaga of 40 miles south 
of Cairo, one of the most-vlsIted 
tpota la the land. 

The Sakkon pyramids, unlike 
the more famous great pyramid ' 
Olteh, have aides that go up 
steps to ' the peak. Ttie new dis- 
covery .was made by French arche- 
ologlst P, Laurer and Mohamed 
Zoky Ohonelm. 

Laurer told newsmen It was be- 
lieved the new pyramid, which still 
la buried, dates from the third dy- 
nasty, to whicb 2oscr belonged. He 
said archeologlsts have calculated 
the base of the newly-dlecovercd 
pyramid coven IS,SU square yards. 
Its other dimensions, he added, are 
. stUl undelennlned pending further 
excavation.

Chambers has 
said the esplonatie activities of his 
ring extended from the fall of 1033 
until the spring of 103^. 

He has testified, he received 
hundreds of secret government doc- 
uments during that time from Hiss,' 
Julian Wadleigh of the agriculture 
department, and — through Afcra- 
haja OeorgQ' Silverman — from 
Harry Dexter White of the treas- 
ury ■department." — 

Secret documents were micro- 
filmed and passed along to Ctuun- 
bers, the ofttclol courier of ■ the 
ring, to Col. Boris Bykov, a Rus- 
sian InteUlnence agent, for trans- 
mission to Moscow. 

There Is no cleor Indication Juat 
how valuable this InfonnsUon wai 
to the Russians, But the alate de- 
partment otflclals testified about 
10 years later that some of the 
Chambers' microfilms, not passed 
along to Bykov, could not be made 
public aafely. 

The ChamlKTs -Bykov apparatus 
disintegrated, at least temporarily, 
when Chambers broke with com- 
munism In 193S.
